The following brief story as told 
by one Grass Lake pioneer may be of 
interest to the readers of the Antioch 
News: 

Mr. and Mrs. Christopher, Loof 
came from Gemmny and made their 
home on the farm now owned by Bar- 
ney Trieger in 1868. Mrs. Loof saw 
three strange looking men pass one , 
day but as she was not able to talk .7. 
English could not talk to them. She 
afterwards learned they were Indiana 
who had their camp on Indian Point. 
She carried eggs and butter to Antioch 
I to trade, there being but two stores at 
the time. On the farm they raised 
rye, wheat and sorghum. One year 
they had more molasses than they 
wished to keep so Mr. Loof took her 
and i\ barrel of molasses to Wauke- 
gan. She shipped the molasses to 
Chicago and went to sell it. She says 
that she walked up one side of the 
street and. down the other asking peo- 
ple to 'buy her molasses for which she . 
charged 75 cents pc* «"'>"»• '^^*^ 
venture proving profitable, the next ^ 
year she took two barrels for herself 
and two for Mr. Herman. These she 
■was able to dispose of quickly, selling 
one -whole barrel to one person. 

Their mail was obtained from An- 
tioch. At that time Mr. Eugene 
Smith carried mail between Wads- 
worth and Antioch thrce.timcs a week. 
Game was very plentiful. The lake 
was- literally black "'^M. ducks and 
muA hens. Deer were ^also found on 
the west and south. 'She has seen ^ 
wilderness become a thickly settled 
community.

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Proclamation 
to Protect 

Illinois Crops 



A Proclamation 

"Whereas, the department of agricul- 
ture has reported to me that an in- 
eect injurious to com and other staple 
crops, known as the European corn 
borer, (pyrausta nubilalis,) not now 
or heretofore known to be present in 
is brobably present in the states of 
Hampshire, Massachusetts, Ne^v York, 
Pennsylvania, Ohio and Mrchigan, and 
is probbaly present in the states of 
Rhode Island, Connecticut and Maine, 
and that there is danger of carrjnng 
this insect into Illinois on certain pro- 
ducts shipped from said states into 
Illinois : 

Now, therefore, I, Len Small, gov- 
ernor of the state of Illinois, by virtue 
■of the power and authority conferred 
on mo by law, do hereby prohibit and 
declare unlawful from and after the 
fifth day of January, 1922, the impor- 
'tation' into or within the state ol 
Illinois from the said states of Maine, 
New Hampshire, Vermont, Massachu- 
setts. Hhode Island, Connecticjit, New 
Yory, Pennsylvania, Ohio and Michi- 
gan, corn on the cob, and any part of 
the com plant except* the seed shelled, 
broom corn, sorphums and sudan 
grass, except the sceda thereof; and 
do furthermore prohibit the shipment 
into or within the state of Illinois 
from the -counties of Rockingham, 
New Hampshire, and Barnstable, 
Brisol, Essex, Middlesex, Norfolk, 
Plymouth and SuITolk, Massachusetts, 
of celery, green beans in the pod, 
beets with tops, spinach, rhubarb, oat 
and rye straw as such or when used as 
packing, all cut flowers or entire 
plants of chrysanthemum, aster, cos- 
mos, zinnia, hollyhock and cut flowers 
or entire plants of gladiolus and 
dahlia, except the bulbs thereof, with- 
out stems, unless the same have been 
inspected by a state or federal in- 
spector and are accompanied by a 
certificate of such inspector, showing 
that they aVe free from the said 



European corn borer and do hereby 
proclaim and direct that any shipment 
of the above mentioned states, com- 
ing into the state of Illinois from the 
said states and counties which do not 
comply with the provisions of this 
proclamation relating thereto must be 
destroyed or returned to the original 
consigns, as the owners may elect; 
[and do hereby make proclamation 
1 thereof to all persons concerned, es- 
pecially admonishing all officers of 
the state of Illinois charged with en- 
forcement of the laws of this state, 
to be diligent in preventing and pun- 
ishing the acts herein prohibited. 

This proclamation supersedes and 
annuls all former proclamations on 
this subject.

"He accosted 
me a little later and put his hand on 
my shoulder, and put his face close to 
mine. His breath was very offensive 
and I'd say he had been drinking.

The action followed a two-hour de- 
hate In the committee and was taken 
after several Itepuhllcaii imd Demo- 
cratic senators lu»d indicated they 
would favor reporting tiie treaty to 
the senate, but reserved the right to 
further discuss it oft the lloor.

Tliose who voted to ■ report • the 
troiity wore Senators Lodge, McGum- 
bcr, Kellogg, Brandegee, Borah. John- 
son, Kew and Wndsworth, Kepuhllc- 
ans.and Williams and Poaierenc, Dem- 
ocrats, Among the absentees Senators 
intchcock.

Trompt ralincation of the treaties of 
the arms coaference and participation 
by tlie United States In the Genoa 
nieet is urged In a resolution. 
'The l*resldent'B reply to the Hitch- 
cock resolution, wlilch was adopted by 
the senate last week, follows: 

"llesponsive to senate resolution No. 
237. asking for records, uilnutes, argu- 
ments, debates, conversations, etc., re- 
lating *to the so-called four-powcr 
treaty 1 have to advise that It Is Im- 
possible to comply with' the senate's 
request. Many of the things asked 
for In the resolution It is literally Im- 
possible to furnish, because there were 
many conversations ana discussions 
quite outside the conference, yet vital 
to its success. Naturally these are 

without record. ... 

"I do not believe It to be compatible 
with public Interests, or eonsisteat 
with the amenities of International ne- 
gotiations to attempt to reveal Infor- 
mal and conildentlal conversations or 
discussions of which no record was 
kept, or to submit tentative sugges- 
tions or informal proposals, without 
wlilch the arrival at desirable Interna- 
tional understandings would be ren- 
dered unlikely If not Impossible. 

"While I am unable to transndt the 
Information, requested, 1 do, however, 
take this opportunity to say most em- 
phatically that there were no con- 
cealed understandings, inul no secret 
exchanges of notes, and there are no 
conmiltmcnts whatever except, ns ap- 
pear la the four-pow;cr treaty Itself, 
and the supplementary agreement,, 
which are now in the hands of the sea- 
ate." 

AVlthout discussion the rrcsldent s 
letter was referred to the foreign re- 
lutlons committee, when It was read 
In the senate; the motion being made 
by Senator Hitchcock. 

After studying the President's reply 
to his resolution and conferring with 
Republicans who have criticized the 
four-party treaty, Senator Hitchcock 
declared lie belleveo Mr. Harding's 
letter had made It "absolutely neces- 
sary" for Secretary Hughes to appear 
before the committee If it Is to act In- 
telligently. Senator Borah (Kep.) of 
Idaho and other, committee members 
took a similar attitude, although it did 
not appear whether a motion to sum- 
mon the secretary homo from his va- 
cation trip to Bej-niuda would have a 
majority.
